[Reform  of  California  State  Law  Regarding  Franchise  Perpetuities] 

Resolution  requesting  the  California  State  Legislature  reform  current  law  to  permit 
local  jurisdictions  to  re-negotiate  franchise  agreements  previously  executed  in 
perpetuity  by  declaring  such  contracts  as  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  setting  an 
expiration  date  for  such  contracts,  and  statutorily  limiting  the  duration  of  future 
agreements. 

WHEREAS,  California  Public  Utilities  Code  Division  3,  Chapter  2.5;  Bill  No.  325, 
Ordinance  No.  413  (1939)  authorizes  cities  and  counties  to  enter  into  franchise  agreement  for 
the  transportation  of  natural  gas  that  utilize  the  public  rights-of-way;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Californi?)  Public  Utilities  Code  Division  3,  Chapter  2.5;Bill  No.  325, 
Ordinance  No.  414  (1939)  authorizes  cities  and  counties  to  enter  into  franchise  agreement  for 
the  transmission  and  delivery  of  electricity  that  utilize  the  public  rights-of-way  ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1939,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  entered  into  and  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  approved  a  franchise  agreement  (1939  Agreement)  with  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  (PG&E)  for  the  provisioning  of  the  city  with  natural  gas  and  electric  services;  and, 

VA/HEREAS,  The  1 939  Agreement  was  entered  into  in  perpetuity  thereby  precluding 
any  re-negotiation  or  other  free-market  assessment  of  the  1939  Agreement  and  thus  oound 
any  and  all  future  Boards  of  Supervisors  from  exercising  their  fiduciary  duty  Vv'ith  such 
constraint  being  contrary  to  the  public  interest;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  1939  Agreement  giving  PG&E  a  low  franchise  fee  in  perpetuity  was 
signed  just  one  year  before'the  IJ.S.  Suoreme  Court  found  San  Francisco  in  violation  of  the 
Raker  Act  and  ordered  the  city  to  establish  a  public  power  system,  and 
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WHEREAS,  PG&E,  since  being  granted  a  francnlse  monopoly,  has  spent  millions  of 
dollars  to  prevent  the  city  from  instituting  public  power  in  the  city  in  accordance  v.'ith  the 
Supreme  Couif  s  decision;  and. 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  continues  to  leverage  its  unaccountable  monopoly  to  exact  some  of 
the  highest  rates  in  the  nation  while  delivering  its  customers  with  inferior  service  including  one 
of  the  highest  outage  rates  in  the  state  and  unilaterally  installing  untested  hardware  such  as 
smart  meters  that  create  expensive  billing  errors,  and

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  to  act  as  a  single 
entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  island  (the  "Base")  for  the  public  interest, 
convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1 997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Ciiapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the."Act''j,  the  Caiifornia  legislature  (i)  designated  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  Caiifornia  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base  upon

WHEREAS.  Cost  proposal  fees  paid  to  Lie  Uny  consist  of  a  per  vehicle  referral  fee  and 
a  percentage  of  contractor's  gross  revenue  fee  that  proposers  calculate  based  on  the  annual 
number  of  tows;  and, 

WHEF^xEAS,  Since  tow  volume  has  continued  to  decline  since  the  First  Amendment 
was  approved,  and  Contractor  revenue  is  directly  tied  to  the  number  of  vehicles  towed,  it  is 
highly  unlikely  that  issuing  a  new  RFP  would  result  in  as  beneficial  a  revenue  arrangement  as 
the  City  currently  has  with  AutoReturn;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  has  performed  the  Agreement  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
transforming  a  historically  difficult  municipal  tov.'ing  operation  into  an  efficient  and  professional 
service;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  has  dedicated  substantial  efforts  and  financial  resources  to 
improving  the  appearance  and  environmental  safety  ot  the  storage  lot  at  Pier  70  and 
accommodating  the  concerns  of  local  residents,  and, 

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  has  made  significant  improvements  to  towing  services  by 
automating  dispatch,  payment  and  reporting,  improving  environmental  protection  for  the  areas 
used  for  storage  of  vehicles,  and  reducing  customer  complaints  to  the  SFMTA  from  an 
average  of  more  than  20  per  month  under  the  previous  vendor  to  less  than  six  per  year;  and,

and  restated  agreement,  and  AutoReturn  will  establish  a  Contract  Monitor  Fund,  an  Audit 
Fund,  make  modifications  to  its  auction  and  lien  procedures,  and  document  other  modified 
towing  and  reporting  procedures;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  1 ,  201 0,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution  No.

WHEREAS,  Improving  the  quality  of  life  of  the  residents  of  Bayview  Hunters  Point  | 
("BVHP"),  is  one  of  the  City's  highest  priorities.  Expediting  the  revitalization  of  BVHP  will  | 
provide  long  overdue  improvements  to  the  BVHP  community  that  will  also  benefit  the  City  as  a  ' 
whole.  Both  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  and  the  Candlestick  Activity  Node,  as  defined  in  the  I

•  Public  Safety:  Community  Ambassadors  with  cell  phones  to  suppcl  ()olice  and 
property  owners  in  crime  prevention  and  provide  street  population  witli  social 
services  information,  three  hours  per  day.  Seven  surveillance  camera  operating 
24/7  to  record  street  activities. 

•  Greening:  Twenty  hanging  floral  baskets  with  new  flowers  every  six  months,  cared 
for  daily. 

Section  7.  Within  the  area  cncomLassed  by  ine  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  [)istrict  vyith 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  8.  The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first 
year  of  the  renewed  District  (fiscal  year  2010-2011)  is  estimated  to  be  $85,002.

Resolution  urging  The  Honorable  Arnold  Schwarzenegger,  Governor  of  California,  to 
grant  Xiao  Fei  "Eddy"  Zheng  a  full  pardon  and  allow  him  to  remain  in  the  United  States 
and  to  continue  to  serving  youth  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  community. 

WHEREAS,  Xiao  Fei  "Eddy"  Zheng  lawfully  immigrated  to  the  United  States  from  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  with  his  family  in  1982  and  has  lived  in  the  United  States  since  the 
age  of  twelve  as  a  lawful  permanent  resident;  and, 

WHEREAS,  after  serving  19  years  within  the  California  Department  of  Corrections 
following  an  adult  conviction  for  kidnapping  for  purposes  of  robbery  at  the  age  of  16,  Eddy 
was  granted  parole  by  the  California  Board  of  Prison  Terms  in  2004;  and,  \  ; 

WHEREAS,  in  2005,  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzenegger  reviewed  ahd  allovyed  to  stand 
that  parole  grant  based  on  the  uncontested  evidence  of  Eddy  Zheng's  rehabilitation  and 
suitability  for  parole;  such  evidence  included  demonstrating  extensive  rembrse  forhis  crime, 
learning  English,  obtaining  a  G.E.D.  and  an  A. A.  degree,  serving  in  leadership  capacities"in 
Toastmasters,  S.Q.U.I.R.E.S,  (San  Quentin  Utilization  of  Inmate  Resources,' Experiences,  and 
Studies),  Anti-Violence  Project  workshops,  and  dedicating  his  life  to  help  others  achieve  a

WHEREAS,  subsequent  to  his  release,  Eddy  Zheng  has,  demonstrated  his  deep 
commitment  to  working  with  young  people,  particularly  underserved  Asian-American  at-risk

Satisfaction  of  the  requirements  of  these 
regulatory  agencies  in  connection  with  approval  of  the  habitat  compensatory  mitigation  at 
these  habitat  compensation  mitigation  sites  will  include  construction,  long  term  monitoring  and 
management,  financial  assurances  and  mechanisms  to  ensure  retention  of  the  sites  for  their 
intended  purpose  as  habitat  compensation  (collectively,  "Habitat  Mitigation  Actions");  and 

WHEREAS,  Two  habitat  compensation  mitigation  sites,  among  others,  have  been 
identified  by  the  SFPUC  in  Alnn^edra  Ccinty,  known  as  Goat  Rock  and  Goldfish  Pond.  The 
Goat  Rock  site,  an  approximately  630  acre  site  located  north  of  upper  Alameda  Creek,  would 
include  improvements  to  and  the  long  term  management  of  grassland  habitat  and  a  seasonal 
wetland.  The  Goldfish  Pond  site,  an  approximately  20  acre  site  located  in  the  southern  part  of 
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the  Alameda  Vv'atershed  near  Calavaras  Creek,  would  include  habitat  restoration  and 
enhancement,  and  the  creation  and  long  term  management  of  three  seasonal  wetlands;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Goat  Rock  and  Goldfish  Pond  sites  are  proposed  by  the  SFPUC  to 
satisfy  mitigation  requirements  for  the  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plan  Expansion  and 
Treated  Water  Reservoir  project  ("SW^/TP-TWR  Project"),  a  WSIP  infrastructure  project  for 
which  a  final  environmental  impact  report  ("FEIR")  v;as  certified  by  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Commission  oy  Motion  No.  17992  adopteo  December  3,  2009  (City  Planning  File 
No.  2006.01 37E),  and  that  has  been  approveo,  ano  uEQA  findings,  including  a  statement  of 
overriding  considerations  and  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  {"MMRP") 
adopted,  by  the  SFPUC  by  Resolution  No. 09-0203,  on  December  8,  2009,  a  copy  of  which  is 
included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  091478  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference, 
and  for  which  the  Boarc  of  Supervisors  ("Board")  adopted  CEQA  Findings  by  its  Resolution 
No.  25-10,  adopted  January  26,  2010,  a  copy  of  which  is  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File 
No.  091478  and  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FEIR,  a  copy  of  which  is  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No. 
091478,  is  tiered  from  the  WSIP  Program  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("PEIR")  certified  by 
the  Planning  Commission  on  October  30,  2008  by  Motion  No.  17734  (City  Planning  File  No. 
2005.0159E);  and 

WHEREAS.  The  SFPUC  approved  the  WSIF  and  adopted  findings  and  a  Mitigation 
Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  ("PEIR  MiVlRP";  as  required  by  CEQA  on  October  30, 
2008  by  Resolution  No,  08-200;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  proposes  that  the  Goat  Rock  and  Goldfish  Pond  sites  also 
provide  mitigation  for  and  satisfy  certain  mitigation  requirements  for  other  WSIP  facility 
improvement  projects,  including  the  New  Irvington  Tunnel  Project  ("NIT  Project"),  Bay  Division 
Pipeline  Reliability  Upgrade  Project  ("BDPL  5  Project"),  Alameda  Siphon  #4  Project  ("Siphon 
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Project"),  and  possibly  the  proposed  Calavaras  Dam  Replacement  Project  ("Calavaras 
Project")  and  proposed  San  Antonio  Backup  Pipeline  Project  ("SABPL  Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  adopted  CEQA  Findings  and  approved  the  NIT  Project  by 
Resolution  No.  09-0190  adopted  November  10,  2009,  for  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopted  CEQA  Findings  by  its  Resolution  No.  505-09  on  December  15,  2009,  (copies  of  both 
Resolutions  are  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  091326  and  are  incorporated  herein 
by  this  reference);  the  SFPUC  adopted  CEQA  Findings  and  approved  the  BDPL  5  Project  by 
Resolution  No.  09-0120  adopted  July  14,  2009,  for  w/hich  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
CEQA  Findings  by  its  Resolution  No.  371-09  on  September  22,  2009  (copies  of  both 
Resolutions  are  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  090979  and  are  incorporated  herein 
by  this  reference  );  the  SFPUC  adopted  CEQA  Findings  and  approved  the  Siphons  Project  by 
Resolution  No.  08-0120  adopted  July  8,  2008,  for  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopteci 
CEQA  Findings  by  its  Resolution  No.  94-09  adopted  March  31,  2009  (copies  of  both 
Resolutions  are  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  090281  and  are  incorporated  herein 
by  this  reference);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Calavaras  and  SABPL  Projects  are  undergoing 
environmental  review  and  have  not  been  approved  by  the  SFPUC  or  the  Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FEIR  identified  project  mitigation  measures  to  be  implemented  in 
connection  with  the  Goat  R6ck  $ite  and  by'  Note  to  the  File  for  the  S\A/VTP-TWR  Project  (City 
Planning  File  No.  2006. 0137E)  dated  June  14,  2010,  a  copy  of  which  is  included  in  Board  of 
Supervisors  File  No.  100901,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  Major  Environmental 
Analysis  Division,  determined  that  implementation  of  habitat  compensation  at  the  Goldfish 
Pond  site  will  not  result  in  any  additional  significant  impacts  beyond  those  disclosed  for  the 
SVWTP-TWR  Project  in  the  FEIR,  and  that  implementation  of  proposed  project  mitigation 
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measures  for  the  habitat  compensation  sites  as  described  in  the  FEIR  will  reduce  all 
associated  impacts  to  a  less  than  significant  level;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  FEIR  and  Note  to  File,  and  the  SFPUC  and  Board  Resolutions 
referred  to  above  are  contained  in  the  files  identified  above  and  have  been  made  available  for 
review  by  the  Board  and  the  public,  and  are  considered  part  of  the  record  before  this  Board; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Mitigation  measures  identified  in  the  FEIR  that  v^/ould  reduce  potentially 
significant  impacts  associated  with  implementation  of  the  Goat  Rock  and  Goldfish  Pond 
habitat  mitigation  sites  to  a  less  than  significani  ieve;  wii!  be  implemented  in  connection  with 
those  habitat  mitigation  sites;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Goat  Rock  and  Goldfish  Pond  habitat  compensation  mitigation  sites 
were  selected  and  designed  using  the  conservation  principles  required  by  the  PEIR  and 
subsequent  SFPUC  adoption  of  the  PEIR  MMRP,  which  prescribe  a  coordinated  approach  in 
developing  mitigation  for  biological  resource  impacts  of  individual  WSIP  facility  projects  in 
order  to  avoid  habitat  fragmentation,  preserve  vyildlife  movement  corridors  and  allow  for  plants 
and  wildlife  to  disperse  over  large  contiguous  habitat  areas.  The  SFPUC  proposes  to 
undertake  Habitat  Mitigation  Actions  in  connection  with  these  compensatory  mitigation  habitat 
sites  to  minimize  overall  environmental  impacts,  and  to  achieve  the  overall  habitat 
preservation  and  creation  functions  of  the  sites,  notv^ithstanding  that  mitigation  at  these  sites 
may  provide  mitigation,  if  approved  by  the  state  and  federal  regulatory  agencies,  for  approved 
WSIP  projects,  projects  still  under  consideration  by  the  SFPUC,  or  projects  yet  to  be 
identified;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  SFPUC  has  applied  for  state  and  federal  regulatory  agency  permits 
that  would  allow  for,  and  intends  to  proceed  with,  construction  of  the  Goat  Rock  and  Goldfish 
Pond  sites  and  other  Habitat  Mitigation  Actions,  subject  to  state  and  federal  regulatory  agency 
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approval,  award  of  construction  contracts  by  the  SFPUC  and  other  actions  and  approvals  that 
may  be  necessary.  In  a  memorandum  from  the  SFPUC  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  dated 
July  1 ,  201 0  ("SFPUC  Memo"),  a  copy  of  which  is  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No. 
100901  the  SFPUC  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  appropriate  to  proceed  with  full 
implementation  of  the  Habitat  Mitigation  Actions  for  the  Goat  Rock  and  Goldfish  Pond  sites  in 
order  to  maximize  habitat  area  creation,  minimize  overall  environmental  impacts  and  to 
achieve  the  overall  habitat  preservation  and  creation  functions  of  the  site,  notwithstanding  that 
mitigation  at  these  sites  may  be  in  excess  of  regulatory  agency  requirements  for  the  SW/TP- 
TWR  Project  and  other  approved  WSIP  facility  improvement  projects  for  which  the  Board  has 
adopted  CEQA  findings  as  identified  above;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  adopted  Ordinance  No.  0092-10  that  placed  WSIP 
appropriated  funds  on  Controller's  Appropriation  Reserve,  by  project,  making  release  of 
appropriation  reserves  by  the  Controller  subject  to  the  prior  occurrence  of;  (1)  the  SFPUC's 
and  the  Board's  discretionary  adoption  of  CEQA  Findings  for  each  project,  follovying  review 
and  consideration  of  completed  project-related  environmental  analysis,  pursuant  to  CEQA,  the 
State  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  where 
required,  and  (2)  the  Control'er's  certification  of  funds  availability,  including  proceeds  of 
indebtedness;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board's  actions  adopting  CEQA  Findings  and  approving  the  SW^P- 
TWR  Project,  and  other  projects  referred  to  above  for  which  the  Board  has  adopted  CEQA 
findings,  authorized  the  Controller  to  release  appropriation  reserves,  including  funds  for

Resolution  supporting  Property  Assessed  Clean  Energy  (PACE)  programs  and 
requesting  San  Francisco's  Congressional  representatives  to  work  with  the  Federal 
Housing  Finance  agency  to  establish  standardized  underwriting  criteria  and 
safeguards  to  allow  for  the  continuation  of  PACE. 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  found  that  (i)  energy  and  water 
conservation  efforts,  including  the  Dromotion  of  energy  efficiency  improvements  to  residential, 
commercial,  industrial,  agricultural,  or  other  real  property  are  necessary  to  address  the  issue 
of  global  climate  change  and  (ii)  a  public  purpose  will  be  served  by  a  voluntary  contractual 
assessment  program  that  provides  the  legislative  body  of  any  public  agency  with  the  authority 
to  finance  the  installation  of  distributed  generation  renewable  energy  sources  and  energy  or

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WHEREAS,  In  the  Statement,  the  FHFA  directed  Fannie  Mae,  Freddie  Mac  and  the 
Federal  Home  Loan  Banks  to  undertake  certain  actions,  including,  among  others,  "(a)djusting 
loan-to-value  ratios  to  reflect  the  maximum  permissible  PACE  loan  amount  available  to 
borrowers  in  PACE  jurisdictions";  in  other  words,  the  FHFA  directed  that  Fannie  Mae,  Freddie 
Mac  and  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Banks  treat  all  properties  within  a  jurisdiction  with  a  PACE 
program  as  if  they  were  subject  to  a  PACE  tax  or  assessment,  not  just  those  that  had  actually 
agreed  to  a  PACE  tax  or  assessment;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  the  FHFA  Statement,  and  in  order  to  avoid  an  adverse 
impact  on  residential  property  owners  in  their  jurisdiction,  local  agencies  in  California  that  are 
operating  PACE  programs  have  halted  residential  financing;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  the  reasons  declared  by  the  California  Legislature  in  Chapter  29  and 
also  because  of  the  importance  of  PACE  to  job  creation  within  the  City  and  County,  the  City

Resolution  approving  tlie  hiring  of  permanent  career  civilian  federal  firefighters 
displaced  by  the  closure  of  the  National  Park  Service  Fire  Station  in  the  Presidio, 
pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  by  California  Government  Code  Section  53270, 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  Section  53270  permits  a  local  government, 
when  hiring  additional  firefighters,  to  appoint  as  a  member  a  permanent  career  civilian  federal 
firefighter  who  meets  specific  criteria,  upon  approval  of  the  local  government's  governing  body 
and  notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  legislature  found  that  hiring  of  permanent  career  civilian 
federal,  state  and  local  government  firefighters  by  local  governments  was  a  matter  of 
statewide  concern,  and  provided  that  the  appointment  authority  in  Government  Code  Section 
53270  would  take  "precedence  over  any  provision  of,  or  any  condition  or  circumstance  arising 
from  a  provisions  of  a  charter,  ordinance  or  resolution  that  governs  employment  of 
firefighters;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Section  53270,  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  that  Section,  the 
California  Firefighter  Joint  Apprenticeship  Program  administers,  prepares  and  circulates  to 
local  governments  a  list  of  permanent  career  civilian  firefighters  eligible  for  appointment  under 
that  Section;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  government,  National  Park  Services  (NPS),  is  ceasing  to 
provide  fire  and  emergency  medical  services  in  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  (Presidio),  and 
not  later  than  September  30,  2010,  will  close  its  fire  station  in  the  Presidio.

[Sewer  Line  Relocation  Agreement  with  San  Francisco  State  University] 

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  Sewer  line  Relocation  Agreement  between 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  and  San  Francisco  State  University  to  relocate  an  existing  sanitary 
sewer  and  storm  drain  easement  on  Assessor's  Block  7304-001  (part  of  the 
University  campus)  and  portions  of  Font  Boulevard  and  Lake  Merced  Boulevard  in 
San  Francisco;  adopting  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act;  adopting  findings  that  the  Relocation  Agreement  is  consistent  with  the  City's 
General  Plan  and  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  and 
authorizing  the  Director  of  Property  to  execute  documents,  make  certain 
modifications  and  take  certain  actions  in  furtherance  of  this  resolution. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  State  University  ("University")  owns  certain  real  property 
located  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City"),  including  Assessor's  Block  7304- 
001,  consisting  of  a  portion  of  the  University's  campus,  and  Assessor's  Blocks  7347  and 
7350-001,  located  within  the  alignment  of  Font  Boulevard  and  Lake  Merced  Boulevard  in 
the  City  (the  "University  Property");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  benefitted  by  certain  easement  rights  which  are  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  that  encumber  and 
are  located,  in  part,  on  the  University  Property,  including  an  easement  for  a  24"  sewer  line 
with  appurtenances  (the  "24"  Easement")  and  an  easement  for  a  15"  sewer  line  with 
appurtenances  (the  "15"  Easement");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  University  proposes  to  relocate  portions  of  the  24"  Easement  and 
15"  Easement  located  on  the  University  Property,  including  any  pipeline  facilities  or  related 
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improvements  located  therein,  to  a  new  area  on  the  University  Property  (the  "Relocation 
Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  the  University  have  negotiated  a  Sewer  Line 
Relocation  Agreement  (the  "Relocation  Agreement")  which  provides  that  upon  completion 
of  construction  of  the  Relocation  Project  and  the  satisfaction  of  all  other  conditions  set  forth 
in  the  Relocation  Agreement,  the  University  will  grant  to  the  City  an  easement  in  the 
location  of  the  new  sewer  line  improvements  (the  "New  Easement")  in  exchange  for  the 
City  vacating  and  quitclaming  to  the  University  the  City's  interest  in  and  to  the  portions  of 
the  existing  24"  Easement  and  15"  Easement  located  on  the  University  Property  pursuant 
to  quitclaim  deeds  (the  "Quitclaim  Deeds");  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Relocation  Agreement,  the  University  will  perform  the 
Relocation  Project  in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  SFPUC  and  the  City's 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  at  the  University's  expense;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Real  Estate  Department  has  determined  that  the  value  of  the 
new  easements  to  be  granted  to  the  City  and  the  value  of  property  interest  to  be 
quitclaimed  to  the  University  under  the  Relocation  Agreement  are  equivalent;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  University,  Board  of  Trustees,  (CSU)  acting  as  lead 
agency  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (Cal.  Pub.  Res.  Code  Section  21000 
et  seq.,  hereinafter  "CEQA"),  certified  a  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  San 
Francisco  State  University  Campus  Master  Plan  (  "FEIR"),  State  Clearinghouse  Number 
2006102050,  in  November  2007;  and  prepared  and  adopted  an  Initial  Study/Mitigated 
Negative  Declaration  (IS/MND),  State  Clearinghouse  Number  2006032125,  in  May  2006,  to 
analyze  a  Creative  Arts  Center  Project  proposed  to  be  on  the  property  where  the  University 
intends  to  relocate  the  SFPUC  easement;  and  prepared  an  Addendum  No.  1  to  the  FEIR  in 
August  2009  to  address  minor  project  changes  and  additional  project  description 
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information,  as  well  as  environmental  conditions  that  had  become  better  known  following 
certification  of  the  FEIR;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2006,  CSU  initially  adopted  the  IS/MND  for  the  Creative  Arts 
Building,  Mitigation  Measures  that  were  made  a  part  of  the  CSU  Project,  and  Findings  that 
were  pursuant  to  CEQA,  and  filed  a  Notice  of  Determination  with  respect  to  that  action;  and 
in  November  2007,  CSU  adopted  a  Resolution  (RCPBG  1 1-07-23)  which  certified  the  FEIR, 
and  approved  the  Campus  Master  Plan  Revision  with  Enrollment  Ceiling  Increase  at  San 
Francisco  State  University,  and  adopted  Findings  of  Fact  and  applicable  Mitigation 
Measures  identified  in  the  Mitigation  Monitoring  Program  for  Agenda  Item  4  of  the  Nov  13- 
14,  2007  meeting,  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  that  outweigh 
remaining  unavoidable  significant  impacts  to  historic  resources,  traffic,  and  university 
population  and  nearby  residents  from  construction  noise;  and 

WHEREAS,  CSU  has  already  adopted  the  Mitigation  Measures  recommended  in  the 
FEIR  and  the  IS/MND,  and  has  authority  to  implement  the  Mitigation  Measures  or  to  seek 
any  required  approvals  for  the  Mitigation  Measures;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FEIR,  IS/MND,  and  Addendum  No.  1  were  made  available  for 
review  by  the  public,  and  the  SFPUC,  acting  as  a  responsible  agency  under  CEQA, 
reviewed  and  considered  the  FEIR,  IS/MND,  and  Addendum  No.  1  for  the  Relocation 
Project,  including  the  environmental  effects  of  the  Relocation  Project  set  forth  therein;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  27,  2010,  the  SFPUC  in  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  lO-om 
specifically  adopted  CSU  Findings  with  respect  to  the  IS/MND  on  the  Creative  Arts  Building 
Project  adopted  in  May  2006,  including  Mitigation  Measures  adopted;  CSU  Resolution  No. 
RCPBG  1 1-07-23  with  respect  to  the  Campus  Master  Plan  FEIR,  adopted  November  2007, 
including  the  CEQA  Findings  of  Fact,  Mitigation  Monitoring  Program,  and  the  Statement  of 
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Overriding  Considerations;  and  the  Addendum  No.  1  to  the  FEIR,  issued  in  August  2009 
(the  "CEQA  Findings");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  found  that  this  approval  of  the  Relocation  Project  is  within 
the  scope  of  the  Campus  Master  Plan  Program,  the  Creative  Arts  Building  Project,  and 
activities  evaluated  in  the  CSU  FEIR,  IS/MND,  and  Addendum  No,  1;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  further  found  that  since  the  FEIR,  IS/MND,  and  Addendum 
No.  1  were  finalized,  there  had  been  no  substantial  changes  in  Relocation  Project 
circumstances  that  w/ould  require  major  revisions  to  the  CSU  environmental  documents  due 
to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects  or  an  increase  in  the  severity  of 
previously  identified  significant  impacts,  and  there  was  no  new  information  of  substantial 
importance  that  would  change  the  conclusions  set  forth  in  the  CSU  environmental 
documents;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  did  not  identify  any  feasible  alternative  or  additional 
feasible  Mitigation  Measures  within  its  powers  that  would  substantially  lessen  or  avoid  any 
significant  effect  that  the  Relocation  Project  would  have  on  the  environment  and  has  no 
direct  authority  to  implement  the  Mitigations  Measures  contained  in  the  CEQA  Findings 
approved  in  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  lO-Oiii  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  found  that  the  public  interest  would  not  be  inconvenienced 
or  harmed  by  the  relocation  and  vacation  of  the  existing  24"  Easement  or  15"  Easement,  or 
by  an  exchange  of  the  existing  24"  Easement  and  15"  Easement  for  the  New  Easement; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Relocation  Project  files,  including  the  FEIR,  IS/MND,  Addendum 
No.  1,  and  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  lO-oili  ,  have  been  made  available  for  review  by  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  public,  and  those  files  are  considered  part  of  the  record 
before  this  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
and  findings  contained  in  the  FEIR,  PEIR,  Addendum  No.  1,  and  SFPUC  Resolution  No.

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Property  has  determined  that  the  University  will  bear  the 
expense  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  in  a  letter  of  November  9,  2009,  found  that

reference;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
SFPUC  and  the  Director  of  Property,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the 
Relocation  Agreement  and  the  transaction  contemplated  thereby  in  substantially  the  form  of 
such  agreement  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supen/isors;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  authonzes  the  Director  of 
Property  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the  Relocation 
Agreement  (including,  without  limitation,  the  attached  exhibits)  that  the  Director  of  Property 
determines  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  that  do  not  increase  the  costs  to  the  City  for 
the  easement  relocation  or  otherwise  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the 
City,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete  the  transaction  contemplated  in  the 
Relocation  Agreement  and  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution,  such 
determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Director  of 
Property  of  the  Relocation  Agreement  and  any  amendments  thereto;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  Property  is  hereby  authorized  and 
urged,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  quitclaim  the  existing  15"  Easement  and 
24"  Easement  in  exchange  for  the  New  Easement  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  Relocation  Agreement,  and  to  take  any  and  all  steps  (including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  execution  and  delivery  of  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements,  notices. 
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consents,  escrow  instructions,  closing  documents  and  other  instruments  or  documents)  as 
the  Director  of  Property  deems  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
exchange  of  the  easements  pursuant  to  the  Relocation  Agreement,  or  to  otherwise 
effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively 
evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Director  of  Property  of  any  such 
documents.

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  to  enter  Into  a  ten  year 
agreement  with  the  National  Park  Service  to  provide  fire  and  emergency  medical 
services  to  National  Park  Service  managed  areas  within  San  Francisco,  with  National 
Park  Service  reimbursing  the  Fire  Department  for  those  services,  and  to  accept  and 
expend  funds  provided  to  the  Fire  Department  by  the  National  Park  Service  as 
reimbursement  for  services  provided  under  that  agreement. 

WHEREAS,  The  NFS  assumed  responsibility  for  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco 
(the  "Presidio")  from  the  Department  of  the  Army  on  October  1,  1994,  and  subsequently 
retained  firefighting  and  emergency  medical  response  personnel  and  responsibilities  for  the 
Presidio.  Subsequently,  Congress  established  the  Presidio  Trust  ("Trust"),  a  wholly-owned 
federal  government  corporation,  to  manage  the  central  interior  and  developed  space  of  the 
Presidio.  After  a  ten-year  agreement  with  the  Trust  for  NPS  to  provide  firefighting  and 
emergency  medical  services,  the  Trust  decided  to  pursue  alternative  options  other  than 
having  NPS  operate  it's  structural  fire  and  emergency  medical  service.  And  the  NPS 
determined  that  operating  its  own  stand-alone  fire  department  for  those  services  was  no 
longer  viable;  and 

WHEREAS,  NPS  and  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  have  negotiated  an 
agreement  under  which  the  SFFD  will  provide  firefighting,  emergency  medical  services  and 
other  services  to  the  NPS-managed  portion  of  the  Presidio  ("Area  A")  and  for  other  NPS- 
managed  lands  within  the  geographic  boundaries  of  San  Francisco  (collectively,  "NPS 
Areas");  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  principal  objective  of  the  agreement  with  NPS  is  to  benefit  the  public 
by  implementing  a  long-term  plan  for  providing  fire  and  emergency  medical  response  and 
services  to  NPS  Areas.  The  agreement  provides  for  a  smooth  transition  between  NPS  and 
SFFD  for  the  provision  of  those  services  to  NPS  Areas;  a  safe  environment  and  experience 
within  NPS  Areas  for  the  public;  and  fire  detection,  protection  and  suppression  responses  for 
NPS  structures  and  lands  in  a  manner  that  protects  the  health  and  safety  of  NPS  visitors,  as 
well  as  the  natural  and  cultural  resources  therein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  agreement  has  an  initial  term  often  years,  from  October  1,  2010  to 
September  30,  2020,  and  includes  three  options  to  extend  the  agreement  for  five  years  each 
extension;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  agreement,  NPS  will  reimburse  the  SFFD  for  the  costs  of 
providing  the  services.  NPS  will  reimburse  the  SFFD  the  amount  of  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Six 
Thousand,  Eight  Hundred  and  Seventy  Five  Dollars  ($756,875)  for  services  provided  in  the 
first  year  of  the  agreement.  The  parties  will  adjust  that  amount  each  year  of  the  agreement, 
using  an  annual  award  adjustment  calculation  and  maximum  annual  award  adjustment 
amounts  specified  in  appendices  C  and  D  of  the  agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFFD  has  also  negotiated  an  agreement  with  the  Trust,  for  the  same 
term,  for  the  SFFD  to  provide  firefighting,  emergency  medical  and  other  services  to  those 
portions  of  the  Presidio  under  the  Trust's  jurisdiction  ('Area  B")  with  the  Trust  reimbursing 
SFFD  for  its  costs  in  providing  those  services.  The  Trust  will  reimburse  the  SFFD  the  amount 
of  Three  Million  Five  Hundred  Sixty-Eight  Thousand  One  Hundred  Twenty-Five  Dollars

WHEREAS,  The  agreement  was  prepared  by  the  NPS  and  therefore  includes  many

WHEREAS,  Approval  of  the  agreement  will  provide  appropriate  fire  and  emergency 
medical  services  to  NPS  Areas,  and  together  with  the  agreement  with  the  Trust  will  ensure

WHEREAS,  Approval  of  the  agreement  will  ensure  that  the  SFFD  is  reimbursed  for  the 
services  it  provides.  Under  both  the  NPS  and  Trust  agreements,  the  SFFD  will  be  reimbursed 
a  combined  total  amount  of  Four  Million  Three  Hundred  Twenty  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($4,325,000)  for  its  services  in  the  first  year  of  the  agreements,  from  October  1,  2010  through 
September  30,  201 1 ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  SFFD  to  accept  and 
enter  into  the  ten-year  agreement  in  the  form  prepared  by  the  NPS,  to  comply  with  applicable 
federal  requirements,  and  to  accept  and  expend  the  funds  provided  by  the  NPS  to  reimburse 
the  SFFD  for  the  costs  of  providing  sen/ices  under  the  agreement.

[Approval  of  Contract  and  Accept  and  Expend  Grant  -  Fire  and  Emergency  Medical  Services 
to  the  Presidio  Trust] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  to  enter  into  a  ten  year 
agreement  with  the  Presidio  Trust  to  provide  fire  and  emergency  medical  services  to 
portions  of  the  Presidio  under  the  Trust's  jurisdiction,  with  the  Trust  reimbursing  the 
Fire  Department  for  those  services  and  to  accept  and  expend  funds  provided  to  the 
Fire  Department  by  the  Trust  as  reimbursement  for  services  provided  under  that 
agreement. 

WHEREAS,  The  Trust  is  a  wholly-owned  United  States  government  corporation 
established  to  manage  the  central  interior  and  developed  space  of  the  Presidio.  After  a  ten- 
year  agreement  with  the  Trust  for  the  National  Park  Service  ("NPS")  to  provide  firefighting  and 
emergency  medical  services,  the  Trust  decided  to  pursue  alternative  options  other  than 
having  NPS  operate  it's  structural  fire  and  emergency  medical  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Trust  and  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  have  negotiated 
an  agreement  under  which  the  SFFD  will  provide  firefighting,  emergency  medical  services  and

WHEREAS,  The  principal  objective  of  the  agreement  with  the  Trust  is  to  benefit  the 
public  by  implementing  a  long-term  plan  for  providing  fire  and  emergency  medical  response 
and  services  to  Area  B.  The  agreement  provides  for  a  safe  environment  and  experience 
within  Area  B  for  the  public,  and  fire  detection,  protection  and  suppression  responses  for  Trust 
structures  and  lands  in  a  manner  that  protects  the  health  and  safety  of  Presidio  visitors,  as 
well  as  the  natural  and  cultural  resources  therein;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Under  the  agreement,  the  Trust  will  provide  and  maintain  a  facility  for 
SFFD  to  use  as  a  fire  station  within  Area  B;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  agreement  has  an  initial  term  of  ten  years,  from  October  1,  2010  to 
September  30,  2020,  and  includes  three  options  to  extend  the  agreement  for  five  years  each

The  Trust  will  reimburse  the  SFFD  the  amount  of  Three  Million  Five 
Hundred  Sixty-Eight  Thousand  One  Hundred  Twenty-Five  Dollars  ($3,568,125)  for  services 
provided  in  the  first  year  of  the  agreement.  The  parties  will  adjust  that  amount  each  year  of 
the  agreement,  using  an  annual  award  adjustment  calculation  and  maximum  annual  award 
adjustment  amounts  specified  in  appendices  D  and  E  of  the  agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFFD  has  also  negotiated  an  agreement  with  the  NPS,  for  the  same 
term,  for  the  SFFD  to  provide  firefighting,  emergency  medical  and  other  services  to  those 
portions  of  the  Presidio  under  the  NPS's  jurisdiction  ("Area  A")  and  other  NPS-managed 
lands,  with  the  NPS  reimbursing  SFFD  for  its  costs  in  providing  those  services.  The  NPS  will 
reimburse  the  SFFD  the  amount  of  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Six  Thousand,  Eight  Hundred  and 
Seventy  Five  Dollars  ($756,875)  for  services  provided  in  the  first  year  of  the  agreement.  The 
parties  will  adjust  that  amount  each  year,  as  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  the  proposed  agreement  with  the  Trust  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  100964  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  agreement  was  prepared  by  the  Trust  and  therefore  includes  many 
required  federal  provisions,  and  does  not  include  many  of  the  standard  contract  provisions 
required  under  San  Francisco  law;  and.
